Problem 


1947 details of a vast project were 
published. This provided for the construc- 
tion of a reservoir, twice the size of 
Jubilee Reservoir, at Tai Lam Chung, in 
the New Territories. As long ago as 1940, 
British experts had made their recom- 
mendations concerning the project, and 
when the subject could once again be 
studied after Liberation it was  pro- 
posed that the work be divided into two 
sections. The first section was to be 
finished in six years and the second 
section five years Inter. Nothing, however, 
has been done tu implement the scheme. 
Present-day argument against it, pre- 
sumably, ts shortage of funds, but this Is 
rather too cosy a way of avoiding such an 
important commitment. There will bo no 
dental that Hongkong is now committed to 
additional defence expenditures; and 
assuredly these extra burdens will con- 
tinue for somo time.

Taiwan Gets 
Invasion 
Jitters 


Taipeh, Formosa, Jan. 5. 
—As invasion jitters began 
to develop on this strong- 
hold of Nationalist China, 
the provincial government 
on Thursday ordered an 
island-wide dim-out. The 
orders were accompanied by 
instructions to the inhabi- 
tants to be on the alert for 
a complete black-out, should 
that be deemed necessary. 

Anu - aircraft searchlights 
swept the skies. Pubtic bulld- 
ings, hotels, restaurants, stores 
and shops were ordered to cur- 
tuin windows and reduce Inside 
illumination. Despite these pre- 
cautions however, os far as it 
could be learned, there is no 
oeute threat to the island, no 
new crisis, and ttle reason to 
fear imminent air raids from 
the Chinese Communists. 

The dim-out notice stated’ tha, 
the measure was “purely pre- 
cautionary,” Street lights wero 
dimmed and some cut of, bul 
otherwise there was Little 
general response to the dim- 
out on the first night it was 
effective. The Authorities said 
they would enforce full obe- 
dtence os s00n ox the order had 
been generally circuinted 


CHENG RESIGNS | 

Meanwhile, it was rellably re- 
ported that General Cheng Chen 
has submitted his resignation as 
Southeast China Military and 
Political/Commissioner, as a first 
tep in the reorganisation of the 
failitary branches of the goveril- 
ment. The abolition of the 
Southeast command as an opcra- 
tional unit, and placing of the 
defence of Halnan and Taiwan 
directly in the hands of the 
Ministry of Natfonal Defence, Is 
said to be the chief object of 
the reorganisation. Premier Yen 
Hsi-shan’s office admitted that 
Cheng Chen has. handed in his 
resignation, but sald no. actlon 
hns been taken by the Cabinet. 
Gen. Cheng, according to re~ 
liable sources, told associntes he 
{$-resigning because the func- 
tlons of the Southeast command 
duplicated those of the Ministry 
of National Defence. Howcver 
there are’ other -reports” thut 
Cheng will not be left out of 
thepicture. He may get the 
post of National Defence Minis- 
ter, held at present by tho Pre- 
Mier. The Cabinet is also ex- 
pected to’ clarify the Hainan 
situation of which Premier Yen 
Hsl-shan has now taken com- 
mand.

Mr Truman’s 
Statement 


Washington, Jan. 5.—The 
text of President Harry 
Truman’n statement today 
on China-Talwan fs os fol- 
lows: 

The United States” co- 
vernment has alwaya stood 
for good faith in Interna- 
tlonal relations. Traditional 
United States policy toward 
China, as exemplified in 
the open door pplicy, called 
for international = respect 
for the terrttorial integrity 
of China. This principle 
was recently reaM™rmed in 
the United Nations General 
Assembly resolution of De-" 
cember 8, 1949, which, in 
part, cally on all states to 
refrain from seeking to ac- 
quire spheres of influence 
or to create foreign con- 
trotted reatme within the 
territory of China; aceking 
to obtaln spectal rights or 
privileges within the terri- 
tory of China. 

CAIRO DECLARATION 

A specific application of 
the foregoing principles is 
ecen in the present situa- 
tion with respect to Tnl- 
wan. In tho joint declara- 
tlon at Cairo on Deoember 
1, 1943, the President of 
the United States, the Bri- 
tish Primo Minister and tho 
President of China stated 
that i¢ was their purpore 
that territories Japan had 
stolen from Chins, such os 
Taiwan should bo restored 
to the Republic of China. 
The United States was a 
signatory - to the Potsdam 
declaration of Suly 26. 
1945, which declared that 
the terms of the Cairo de- 
claration should be carried 
out, Tho provistons of this 
declaration were accepted 
by Japan at the time of its 
surrender. In keeping with 
these declarations, Taiwan 
was surrendered to 
Generalissimo Chiang Kal- 
shek and for the past four 
years, the United States 
and the other Allied 
powers have aceepted tho 
excreise of Chinese authori- 
ty over the Island. 

NO DESICNS 

The United States has no 
predatory designs on Tai- 
wan or on any other. 
Chinese territory. The 
United States bas no desire 
to obtain special richta or 
privileges or to establish 
military bases on Talwan 
at this time. Nor dots It 
have any intention of 
utilising its armed forces to 
Interfere in the present 
situation. The United States 
government will not pursne 
a course which will lead to 
involvement in the elvil 
confllct in China, 

Simllarty, the United 
States government will not 
provide military ald or ad- 
vice to Chinese forces on 
Taiwan. In the view of 
the United States govern- 
ment, the resources on 
Taiwan sre adequate to 
enable them to obtain the 
items which they might 
consider necessary for the 
defence of tho island. The 
United States government 
proposes to continue under 
existing legislative authori- 
ty the present ECA pro- 
gramme of eoonomio nssis- 
tance.—Associated Press.

“Personally, Chef, 1 never ‘at- 
tempt to cat that syrup, I just 
drain it almost entirely from the 
frults, and flavour what's left 
with a touch of femon or Hme. 
But even then the fruit is too 
sweet for my taste. When buy- 
ing tinned fruits we should, read 
the label and. purchase — fruits 
tinned in the ght syrup; then 
we'll have suger and more 
flavour, However, -it seems that 
the higher the quallty of the 
frult, the heavier syrup used Jn
